The Midw-est and Northeast 
Region Rail Service Act which 
was signed into law January 2, 
by President Nixon, has a direct 
affect, on the people in the town 
of Rushville. All rail service in 
the town with the exception of 
the B&Q railroad, running east 
and west,, will be abondoned, 
it had been announced by the 
Indiana State legislative board, 
Brotherhood of engineers. 
Rail lines which will no longer 
serve Rushville are the Penn 
Central, 
running north 
and 
.south into town and another 
line of the same railroad running 
east into town. The Norfolk and 
Western Railroad, running into 
town from the north will also 
be abondoned. 
Other surrounding towns will 
be greatly effected by this act. 
New Castle, which will have all 
railroad service cut off except 
for one line which will run into 
the town from tht south, a short 
spur from Dunreith. 
Counersville will have all 
railway service cut off except 
for the same B&O line which 
runs through Rushville. Brook- 
vitlc will lose all railroad ser­ 
vice. 
Knightstown will have one 
major line of the Penn Central 
running cast and west, with a 
spur cutting off and going to 
the piper mill in Carthage. 
Richmond will have one line 
of the Penn Central running 
east and wrest through town and 
one line of the C&O running 
north and south through town. 
The Penn Central, which 
serves Rushville, had petitioned 
t h e 
1 nte rst a t e 
C om m e r ee 
Commission to abandon 840 
imiles of track in Indiana before 
the law went into effect. The 
U. S. District Court of New 
York forced postponement of 
these hearings, according to the 
Brotherhood. 
The report filed

(DOT) would force the aban­ 
donment of 2350 miles of 
railroad in Indiana, and would 
include abandonment by all 
major carriers, and not just the 
Penn-Central, as much publicity 
has led many to believe.

Simon previewed the new 
gasoline allocations for gover­ 
nors at their winter meeting, 
and an aide of the energy czar 
echoed his confidence that the 
system w-ould work increasingly 
better. 
“ We know a hell of a lot 
more about allocating gasoline 
n w than we did in February, 
“When the program was put 
into effect,” the Simon aide 
said.

Nobody has ever given me any medai for 
mental alertness or smartability, but it has 
not been so long ago but that I can recall the 
Government messing in the price fixing 
situation in regard to beef, and what it did to 
the households, the industry, and the 
economy. I can remember the resulting bare 
meat counters, the enormously high prices on 
other meat products and other food. 
When the counters here were empty and we 
were in sad shape, where did the beef 
suddenly go7 I can tell you where it went.

A stubborn 
U.S. Government policy kept our counters 
bare, and demand shot up prices on other 
commodities; many of these have never 
come down much, either. 
Let’s face it. We are in world competition 
now The American producer no longer must 
look at home for the high dollar, and nobody 
is going to operate just for the fun of it It is 
too bad that the “high dollar” isn’t in 
America anymore, but that is how it is, 
To talk about “roll back” in energy prices 
oil. gas. or what have you, only invites this 
high dollar foreign competition to come in 
and take over 
We'd be outdone. Japan 
bought our beef until our counters were bare. 
Government meddling in oil and gas price 
supply will result in the same kind of 
situation. 
Let's not be so foolish so many times in a 
row in such quick order. 


WISH I’D SAID THAT 


MOVILLE, IOWA, RECORD: ‘‘if the gas 
situation is as short as reports try to tell us. . . 
let’s not be so pig headed’ on this situation as 
the government was on the ‘beef price 
freeze.’ Let’s take action and get all these 
smog control devices off automobiles and 
enjoy another three to five miles travel on 
every gallon of gas. Just because the big 
cities need smog control.. .there is no reason 
for such measures out here in the boondocks. 
If government officials really want to get 
down to the real issues and means to help the 
fuel crisis, there are numerous ways that this 
condition could be helped and we think these 
corrective measures could be pushed first 
before the whole nation is thrown into a 
rationing situation.”

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
A 
little 
known native 
shrub, 
Cephalanthus 
occidentialis 
or 
Buttonbush, m erits much wider 
use in Indiana landscapes. 
In the wild, it is found in 
swamps, on river banks, and 
on the edges of ponds where 
it withstands spring floods and 
y e a r - r o u n d 
wet 
feet. In 
cultivation it seem s to fare just 
as well 
on drier 
sites, 
often 
becoming a 10 to 15-foot tree. 
Usually, buttonbush grows as 
a multi-trunked spreading shrub 
w ith glossy opposite or whorled 
leaves 
three 
to 
eight 
inches 
long, says John A. Wott, Purdue 
U n i v e r s ity extension home 
en v i ron ment horticulturist. 
The younger 
twigs 
have 
a 
smooth bark, whereas the older 
b r a n c h e s 
become 
quite 
f u r r o w e d. 
The 
plant 
is 
noteworthy

Fertilizer manu f a c t u r e r s 
continue 
to 
produce 
at 
maximum production capacity. 
USDA 
reports 
the 
fertilizer 
industry has diverted about 5 
per cent of their net export 
shipments 
to 
domestic 
use 
(even though world fertilizer 
prices for some products are 
still 
53-100 
percent 
above 
domestic prices). Planned in­ 
creases in exports have been 
reduced 
since 
price 
ceilings 
were removed. 
At the same 
time, imports- particularly for 
nitrogen 
and 
potash 
- 
have 
increased sharply. 
Potash supplies appear to be 
adequate although local dealers 
s t i l l 
report 
transportation 
problems. Current delivery time 
is still 30 to 60 days. Phosphates 
are 
in 
short 
supply 
when 
compared 
to 
what 
farm ers 


would like to have this season. 
Yet, because of the relatively 
high phosphate levels in most 
Indiana soils, available supplies 
will 
be 
suffient 
to 
prevent 
serious reduction. Supply may 
be 8-12 per cent short in total 
at current retail prices. 
The 
expected 
supply 
of 
n i t r o g e n products rem ains 
substantially short of demand 
• at current grain and fertilizer 
prices. 
Planned 
increases 
in 
corn 
acreage 
and 
limited, 
supplies may create shortages 
of up to 15 per cent of what 
farm ers would like to apply. 
More im portantly, this potential 
shortage is not being distributed 
evenly. 
Some 
dealers 
report 
they expect to have 100 per cent 
of last year’s supply, while most 
expect to be limited to 75-85 
per cent of the 1973 supply. But, 
an im portant minority fear they 
may only receive 50-60 per cent 
or less of last year’s supply. 
As a result, this latter group

winter has allowed anhydrous

Clearly, it

determ ine the timing and extent 
of shortages which m ay occur 
this spring. At current prices, 
it appears that both phosphate 
and nitrogen supplies will fall 
substantially short of demand. 
With 
escalating 
wheat 
and 
corn prices, farm ers are not 
expected 
to 
reduce 
their 
demand for nitrogen. At current 
grain and nitrogen price ratios, 
some 
farm ers 
will

to 
increase their rates from last 
year’s level. 
For a combination of reasons, 
it now appears that, nitrogen 
prices will not increase to levels 
required to ration the available 
supply, which is short, only in 
relation to demand. This means 
that fertilizer dealers will have

“ Distinguishing between the 
two is really a simple m atter,” 
says 
Darryl Sanders,

U n i v e r s i t y extension en­ 
tomologist, “but it requires a 
little investigatory work.” 
First, gather a few specimens 
and. examine 
them 
carefully, 
recommends the entomologist. 
The 
black 
bodies 
of winged 
term ites are basically the same 
girth from head to tail. On the 
other hand, winged ants have 
a pinched-in, wasp-like waist. 
Termites 
have four almost 
opague 
silvery 
winigs 
about 
twice the length of their body. 
Their wings are equal in length. 
By comparison, the front, wings 
of ants are about twice as long 
as the hind wings. Furtherm ore, 
these wings are d e a r, except 
for a small spot of color in 
the leading edge of the front 
wings.

They appeared despite a 
declaration by mediators that 
the strike which had been 
scheduled for Wednesday mid­ 
night would be postponed for 24 
hours to permit further wage 
negotiations. 
About 10,000 muncipal em­ 
ployes are represented by the 
AFL-CIO 
union 
and 
strike 
sanction had been granted them 
by the San Francisco Labor 
Council. 
Policemen, firement, ambu­ 
lance drivers and emergency 
health service employes also 
wfere 
exempted 
from 
the 
walkout. 
In dispute are pay increases 
ranging from 2 per cent to 5 
per cent voted by the Board of 
Supervisors on Monday. Super­ 
visors had estimated the cost of 
that package at $5.5 million. 
In authorizing the walkout, 
the labor council noted the cost 
of living index in this area had 
risen 8.9 per cent during the 
past year. 
The union has demanded 
across-the-board increases of 
$960 a year, plus a fully-paid 
dental plan—a. package estimat­ 
ed at $16 million a year or 
bout three times the super­ 
visor’s offer. 
Union members work to the 
city’s schools, the airport, the 
utility and public works depart­ 
ments, hospitals and in City 
Hall.

Health Board Warns Public 
Against Waste StationAbuse 
By James Evans, 
Environmentalist 
In January, of 1972, The Rush 
County Commissioners, along 
with the Rush County Health 
Department, began, the Refuse 
Collection 
System 
for 
the 
disposal of household waste for 
residents of Rush County, In­ 
diana. 
The original contract called 
for sixteen six yard waste 
containers to be located at 
f i f t e e n 
collection 
sites 
throughout the County. The 
number of pickups per week at 
any one containers was not to 
exceed two. 
At the present time, in 
comparison with the original 
contract, both the number of 
waste 
containers 
and 
the 
number of pickups per week 
have been doubled. The county 
is presently provided with, at 
least 32 waste containers and the 
number of pickups per week 
various at each site from four 
to six. 
Therefore, it’s easy to see 
that the Rush County Com­ 
missioners are doing all they 
can to help in the refuse 
'disposal of .household wastes for 
R u s h 
County 
residents. 
However, during the month of 
February, 
several 
situations 
occured at some of the above 
mentioned dumping sites which 
are in violation of the Refuse 
Disposal Contract. For example, 
at the Sexton container site, 
a complete bathroom was left 
and, at the Manilla site, a total 
corn elevator was left. 
The 
contract 
specifically 
states the types of materials 
which are not to be put in the 
containers or left at the 
collection sites. These include: 
No soot, ashes or burning 
material; No dead animals; No 
poisons or harmful materials; 
Garbage must be drained and 
wrapped; 
No 
commercial 
refuse; No items such as deep 


freezers, refrigerators, stoves, 
sofas, bed springs, mattresses 
or any other rigid item larger 
than twenty-four (24) inches. 
It needs to be pointed out 
here, that such rigid items 
larger than 24” can be hauled 
to 
Caldwell 
Gravel 
Sales 
(Sanitary Landfill 1V4 miles 
west of Morristown) by Rush 
County 
residents 
and 
the 
dumping fee will be paid by 
Rush County. 
As stated on signs at all of 
the collection sites, violators are 
subject to a $500.00 fine ac­ 
cording to the Indiana Anti- 
litter Lawr. These containers are 
provided for the convenience of 
Rush County residents for 
dumping of certain household 
refuse, therefore, please abide 
by the regulations as listed 
above so that the refuse 
collection system will continue 
to be a growing and successful 
need for Rush County.
